The M arshall Plan for opposing 
Communist aggression by economic 
strengthening of 16 W estern Euro­ 
pean nations comes to the end of 
a scheduled four-year course in mid- 
1952. 
Though the President did not spe­ 
cifically endorse the report in detail 
he praised it enthusiastically in a 
statement. He said it “deserves the 
attention and study of all citizens” 
and “should be of great value to the 
Congress and the executive branch 
in developing specific measures” to 
deal with the world situation.

SEOUL, Korea, Monday, Nov. 13 
(ZP) — Chinese Communists punched 
a two-mile dent in United Nation* 
lines in Northwest Korea Sunday 
but Allied fighter-bombers stopped 
the thrust, killing an estimated 1,- 
000 reds. 
The Communist assault by an 
estimated three regiments drove the 
South Korean Sixth Division back 
to a point more than two miles 
south of Kunu on the Allied Chong- 
chon river line. 
The South Korean Seventh Divi­ 
sion went to the aid of the Sixth 
Division Monday morning. 
The U. S. First Cavalry Division 
made short gains Monday against 
stubborn Red resistance near Won, 
five miles north of Kunu. 
A U .S . First Corps spokesman an­ 
nounced the U. S. Eighth Army and 
Tenth Corps linked up Sunday night 
in a defense line across the narrow 
waist of the Korean peninsula.

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Unrest In Guatemala 


It’s a dull week when politics doesn’t lead to 
bloodshed somewhere in Latin America. Not long ago 
there was an uprising in Puerto Rico, which is typic­ 
ally Latin American although a possession of the 
United States. And the other day in Guatemala an 
armed band attacked a military base near the capital. 
The Puerto Rican Nationalists were soon over­ 
come, and the Guatemalan insurrection was even 
shorter-lived. 
There is evidently a great deal of unrest in Gua­ 
temala. Tlte campaign leading up to Sunday’s election 
produced tension. In July one person was killed in a 
demonstration aimed at forcing President Arevalo to 
resign. The government declared a state of emerg­ 
ency for the country and a state of siege for the city 
of Guatemala. Late in October there was a riot at 
Tiquisate. Then came the latest attack, which re­ 
sulted in 17 deaths. 
Reports from Guatemala indicate that the cause 
of these outbreaks is to be found in the government’s 
pro-communist policy. The Arevalo regime has been 
openly hostile to the United States. Late February 
this nation received a deliberate affront at Guate­ 
mala’s hands when the Puerto Rican team sent to 
compete in the Central American Olympics was met 
with the green and white Puerto Rican flag instead 
of the Stars and Stripes. 
It is certain this country cannot ignore the fer­ 
ment in Latin America. The solidarity of this hemi­ 
sphere will be only a myth unless this nation can 
count on the friendship of stable neighbors. 


Molotov's Car Windows 


Vyacheslav Molotov’s car windows are two inches 
thick, says Winston Churchill in his currently pub­ 
lished war memoirs. On a visit to Moscow during the 
war, Molotov drove him to his conference with Stalin. 
Possessing the British love of fresh air, Churchill 
opened the automobile window, and made this dis­ 
covery. Evidently the Soviet foreign minister put 
little faith in the loyalty of the Russian people. 
Tliis fits in with the curious fact reported by Gen. 
Walter Bedell Smith, when American ambassador to 
Moscow. He discovered that no one knows the exact 
residence of Stalin, Molotov and the other high 
Soviet leaders. They live in a special section of 
Moscow, entrance to which is barred to the ordinary 
citizen. Just which house is owned by which member 
of the ruling class is a strictly kept secret. They are 
taking no chances of having anything happen. 
This may help us to understand the Kremlin’s 
psychology. Adventurers who rase to the top through 
conspiracy, living a life in which any day might see 
their own murder or that of a political enemy, they 
are in an atmosphere of constant dread. No wonder 
that any unexpected move on the part of a foreign 
power causes them lo start like frightened animals. 
They are abnormal people, and are bound to act 
abnormally. 


It's About Time 


To the report that the United States is now 
“talking turkey” to the French on the question of 
German rearmament the average American’s reaction 
will be that it’s about time. Here is a problem which 
has been discussed for month upon month and which 
all the military leaders feel should be settled imme­ 
diately. Yet the French and the French alone are 
barring the way to a solution. 
By refusing to make any concessions on their 
own account and demanding that all other conces­ 
sions be in their favor they are preventing the crea­ 
tion of a military establishment designed to defend 
them as well as all Western Europe against Soviet 
aggression. 
French fears of Germany,-which invaded France 
three times in less than a century are understandable, 
but what other course Is there to pursue? The alter­ 
native Is to leave Western Europe defenseless against 
the only nation which is today harboring designs of 
aggression. 
Although the British also have suffered severely 
in the past at the hands of the Germans they see 
no danger to peace in the present rearmament plan. 
If they are ready to accept it. the French may safely 
do likewise. 


One-Way Frontier 


The first clear-cut instance of Chinese interven­ 
tion in Korea, as noted by General MacArthur, came 
in August in the form of anti-aircraft fire on U. S. 
planes flying well inside the Yalu River frontier. No 
mistake was passible. 
Since then there have been many additional air 
attacks by planes based in Manchuria, and tens of 
thousands of Chinese troops have crossed the Yalu 
to fight U. S. forces in Korea, and additional hordes 
are massed on the other side of the Yalu, ready to 
crass. 
Tile Yalu is a one-way frontier. Chinefe troops 
and made-in-Russia shells, materiel and planes crass 
it going south. But General MacArthur, under existing 
instructions, cannot strike at supply or air bases, 
troop concentrations, or invading columes moving 
against his forces from behind the Yalu. 
Of course. Russia is behind this new deviltry in 
the Orient. There can be no doubt Moscow is at­ 
tempting to generate all-out war between the United 
States and China. There can be no other explanation 
of recent events. 


China In The War 


Tile serious turn taken by the war in Korea, with 
the involvement of strong forces of Chinese troops 
in the conflict, raises the question: What now? 
There can no longer be doubt about the inten­ 
tions of Communist China. U. S. forces have suffered 
severe setbacks and heavy losses as a result of the 
intervention by force of Chinese armies. The Peiping 
radio and newspapers, by daily extortions, are prepar­ 
ing the people for still further action. 
While Americans have complete confidence in the 
military genius of General MacArthur and in the 
ability of the troops under his command, the fact 
must be faced that if his forces are too greatly out­ 
numbered. the situation could become more serious. 
Red China’s propaganda is making full use of the 
“protect your home” slogan. That’s because the plants 
which supply power to most of Manchuria are located 
in North Korea. The people are being told these plants 
must be defended at any cost. 
All-out war between the United States and China 
would be a development devoutly to be desired by 
Russia. Is Moscow about to have its wish?

The Rat Menace

AN AND RATS have lived 
side by side since the days 
of Noah’s ark. The excep­ 
tion is the province of Al­ 
berta in Canada, which had been 
free from this menace until a few 
m onths ago when one of the rodents 
was seen. The arrival of this un­ 
wanted guest no doubt alerted the 
inhabitants, who always have been 
conscious of the hazards associated 
with these pests. 
Everyone 
should 
take 
the rat 
problem seriously, more so with 
war clouds hovering over our heads. 
The pests are particularly trouble­ 
some during disasters because of 
the general confusion and laxity. 
W ith the routine 
collection and 
disposal 
of 
garbage 
interrupted, 
there is an accumulation of debris 
which offers ideal 
conditions so 
far as the ra t population is con­ 
cerned. They breed in direct pro­ 
portion to the am ount of food and 
garbage 
available, 
which 
means 
th a t now is the time to act rough 
with rats. Our attention m ust be 
directed to other more im portant 
duties during disasters.

R ats spread disease and often 
play a role in food poisoning. M ore­ 
over, they bite and in 1949, more 
th an 279 cases were reported to 
the Cook county health departm ent. 
Statistics such as these usually are 
underestim ates because m any more 
cases are not reported. At any rate, 
this 
is 
a 
terrifying experience, 
especially for children. M any victims 
are babies who actually are a t­ 
tacked in their cribs; some have lost 
a finger, toe. ear, or even the tip 
of the nose. R at bite fever some­ 
times develops after such bites. An­ 
other m alady traceable to ra ts Is, 
W eil’s disease (infectious jaundice). 
Moreover,

rodents 
transm it plague and m urine typhus. 
Tile ra t problem 
is not 
insur­ 
m ountable because their num bers 
can be reduced by starving them . 
The anim als themselves also help 
when this m ethod is utilized be­ 
cause they can become cannibal­ 
istic,

another 
when 
nourishm ent, 
garbage 
and 
other 
refuse 
m ust 
be 
covered tightly. 
M unicipalities also cooperate thru 
an adequate collection and disposal 
system. 


Ratproofing is vital; any open­ 
ing that perm its ra ts to come and 
go should be closed or barred. Sheet 
metal frequently is used for this 
purpose to line the foundation of 
the house, the bottoms of doors, 
the sashes about the windows, and 
spots where pipes or wires enter or 
leave. 
More extensive ratproofinp: 
requires the help of experts. 
The 
same can be said when traps and 
strong poisons are used. Red squill 
is still one of the most popular be­ 
cause it is the least dangerous to 
handle. Tire poison is mixed with 
ham burger, 
bread 
crusts, 
rolled 
oats, ground fish, and other foods. 
The bait is placed along ra t ru n ­ 
ways. W hen properly done, many 
rats 
can

caught. The newer 
chemicals are more potent but they 
are not for the am ateur to play 
with. 
In one project in the south aimprl 
a t reducing the incidence of m urine 
typhus, public health officials dust­ 
ed ra t runs with a m ixture of 
IO per cent DDT and 90 per cent 
pyrophyllite. The results indicated 
th at the flea population was re­ 
duced by 90 per cent. After three 
years* use of this preventive m eas­

The President, however, was non­ 
committal. All he told Biffle was 
that he wanted to talk the matter 
over personally with the leaders be­ 
fore making his decision. 
The message which Barkley sent 
was that he needed a vacation and 
intended to take it, no matter what 
Truman decided. The Vice President* 
complained that he was worn out 
from his whirlwind campaign tour, 
which included three to five speech- 
ss daily and a phenomenal windup 
of 14 speeches on the day before 
election. 
Wherry, phoning Biffle from his 
home in Pawnee City, Neb., also 
reported that he expected to take 
a vacation. 
Another anxious call 
came from Sen. Dennis Chavez, New7

Supreme Court Resignation?? 
President Truman and Chief Jus­ 
tice Fred Vinson talked like Dutch

O. Douglas the other day when he 
told them he wanted to resign from 
the Supreme Court. 
Vinson, who feels keenly about 
the Court’s prestige, and also has a 
high regard for the sharp and orig­ 
inal mind of Douglas, said severely, 
“I think it would be improper for 
you to resign and go into law for 
at least two years.” 
Then, in a kindlier vein, the owl- 
eyed Kentuckian added: “Besides, 
Bill, the Court really needs your 
point of view. The whole country 
would suffer if you resigned.” 
When Justice Douglas went to 
the White House. Mr. Truman was 
tipped off in advance by the Chief 
Justice that Douglas wanted to re­ 
sign. So the President was ready 
for him. 
“The biggest problem I have is 
to get good people to come into 
Washington,” he told Douglas. “It’s 
pretty discouraging. If you resigned. 
my job would be a lot harder. We 
need you on the Court.” 
NOTE—Columbia University has 
sounded out Douglas about becom* 
ing General Eisenhower’s successoi 
after January I. Douglas has also 
toyed with the idea of going into 
private law practice on his own. 
Russian Jets 
Russian MIG-15 jets are playing 
a deadly game of cat-and-mouse 
across the Manchurian border. 
Knowing that Manchuria is out- 
of-bounds for Americans, Red pilot; 
climb to dizzy altitudes, carefully 
staying inside Chinese territory-

American patrols just across the 
border.

T GOES WITHOUT SAYING 
that Sen. Robert A Taft is now 
about as good a bet for the 
Republican presidential nomi­ 
nation in 1952 as any man can be 
almost two years before the event. 
At one stroke he has demolished the 
old 
Republican shibboleth — that 
“Bob Taft would make a fine presi­ 
dent, but he could never get elected” 
— by winning in Ohio with the 
greatest majority in that state's his­ 
tory. By the same tok^n, his tri­ 
umph in Ohio has assured him of 
all-out support among Republican 
organizations throughout the whole 
Middle West and the South. 
The plain fact is that unless Taft 
is most seriously challenged, and 
soon, from either the East or West 
coasts, he may well go to the con­ 
vention assured of nomination on 
the first ballot. In the East there 
is, of course, one man who could 
challenge Taft very seriously indeed 
—Dwight D. Eisenhower. What is 
more, if Elsenhower 
wanted 
the 
nomination, he could be sure today 
of the unanimous support of two of 
the largest delegations in the coun­ 
try, those of New7 York and Penn­ 
sylvania. 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, who is 
now assured of unquestioned con­ 
trol of the New York delegation, 
announced for Eisenhower well be­ 
fore the election. 
The day after 
the election, his party chiefs im­ 
mediately began to beat the drums 
for the general. Obviously there will 
be no visible national political fu­ 
ture for Dewey if his ancient rival. 
Taft, becomes the party standard 
bearer, and equally obviously, Dewey 
is convinced that only Eisenhower 
can now stop Taft.

(5) Drug stores usually have the 
choicest locations in a city, — at 
corners, or adjoining bus stations or 
at otherwise frequented localities 
Instead of owning the property 
they rent so as to be able to move 
as the trading areas of the city 
change. 
(6) Drug companies are constant­ 
ly increasing tneir lines of merchan­ 
dise which is no longer limited to 
sick - room 
needs. 
From 
electric 
heating pads and gadgets for warm­ 
ing baby’s milk, modern drug stores 
now carry most all home electric 
appliances and — in addition — an 
unlimited variety of household sup­ 
plies. 
(7) The public likes to buy at drug 
stores whatever these stores carry, 


both on account of the higher qual­ 
ity of the merchandise and the in­ 
telligence of the sales clerks. For 
.several reasons the drug industry 
insists upon higher standards for 
their employees 
than any other 
group. 
(8 1 
Earnings of drug stocks are 
now temporarily depressed due to 
the industry’s overexpansion during 
the past five years and the need of 
new capital to pay therefor. This 
fact should now make such stocks 
more attractive to tne wise investor 
than other stocks which are, at th# 
moment, very popular. 
(9> 
Drug companies, like other 
g o o d merchandising corporations 
are especially good hedges against 
inflation. The capital of such com­ 
panies is almost wholly invested in 
commodities which rise in price as 
the purchasing power of the dollar 
increases.

I have been most suc­ 
cessful when investing in stocks of 
companies which are saving life or 
property and thus performing a 
national service. Certainly, the drug 
industry is both saving lives and 
improving the health and happiness 
of every community. 
I even look forward to the time 
w h e n humanely - minded persons 
who now seek positions in social 
service, or in education fields, or 
even in church work will see the 
great opportunity for helping others 
by serving in a high grade labora­ 
tory or store. When this time comes 
it should give the industry a very 
high standing which should result 
in a much greater volume of sales 
at a larger margin of profit. 


Just a word regarding merchan­ 
dise stocks in general. I believe that 
most “store stocks” are preferable 
to “manufacturing stocks.” I hope 
to see the Dow-Jones Industrial 
Averages divided between these two 
groups.

Stores; — whether they are drug 
chains or variety chams or shoe 
chains.

The Expertness 
Of Nonsense

OW THAT SOVIET CHINA is 
making war on us, it might 
be profitable to consider some 
of the extraordinarily curious 
notions that have, over the years, 
befuddled our relations with the 
countries of East Asia, where our 
boys are fighting and dying. 
One of the most catastrophic con­ 
cepts, propounded by State Depart­ 
ment experts, has been the need for 
“reform.” This idea Is an em anation 
of the World War II policy that 
there are good dictators and bad 
dictators, good countries and bad 
countries, and that somehow’ we 
must make the bad ones over in our 
image. That concept was given the 
all-embracing term, democracy. 
By “reform,” we had come to 
mean that each land, no matter 
what Its traditions, must hold an 
election 
resembling 
perhaps 
the 
fracas in New York City this year, 
and must install a bookkeeping sys­ 
tem 
based 
on 
I.B.M. -machines 
Many countries in the world have 
no predisposition^ for such reforms 
and grow antagonistic to the United 
States when the subject is stressed. 
The recent outburst in the Phillip- 
pines thereanent was characteristic 
of the East Asian attitude toward 
“reform.”

If our objective is to use those 
countries as bases for the de­ 
fense of our land, to contain our 
enemy and to lessen his effec­ 
tiveness, then we have to take 
what we get there and do the 
best with the material available. 
That, it seems to me, is common 
sense. 


Professor John K. Fairbank, ol 
Harvard, who is one of the Insti­ 
tute of Pacific experts on Asia, has 
this to say: 


will now* be doing a supremely im­ 
portant job which he is supremely 
qualified to do.

This wing of the party has never 
been dominant in Congress, but it 
has triumphed at every convention 
since 1936. 
What is more, events 
themselves are all too likely 
to

the more fundamental force. Th( 
effort to comprehend the nature o: 
the revolutionary process in Asia Ii 
the most pressing necessity in on 
current mobilization.” 


This paragraph begs the questio: 
of our present task, which is to 
prevent Soviet Russia from creatinj 
so preponderant a power th a t re 
sistance to her will become impos< 
stole. Already, Soviet Russia hold: 
the initiative in war by geographica 
advantage and by superior numbers 
speedily mobilized. O ur advantagi 
is m anufacturing facilities whicf 
Soviet Russia could, in time, equal 
H er problem is time; our problem I* 
to find allies for increased m an­ 
power and closer bases. 


If we m ake it too difficult loi 
our allies by preconceptions as to 
their purity of heart, we shall have 
no allies in the end. Once Russia 
equals our productivity, our advan­ 
tage is gone 
and our defensive 
capacity will be imperiled. 


This is our problem and we 
need 
to 
fare 
it 
realistically. 
China has been in a state of 
reform since Confucius; it has 
practically been at war since 
then. 
In the past 
IOO years, 
many reform movements ap­ 
peared in China: 
the Taipinf 
rebellion; the Boxer rebellion; 
the Tungmenhui; the Kuomin- 
tang; the reform movement of 
Rang Yu-Wei and Liang Chl- 
Chao — and many movements. 
AII countries nearly always re­ 
quire reform. 


However, 
it 
is 
impossible 
to 
achieve great reforms, even within 
the traditions of a people, and ak 
the same time, hold off foreign 
colonialism, foreign wars and in­ 
digenous 
civil 
wars. 
When 
th# 
wealth of a people is being expend­ 
ed on war. it cannot be expended 
on much else. This we have been 
witnessing even in the “rich” United 
States. 


So the reform s did not am ount to 
much at any time; in fact, th# 
impact of the West upon China 
since the 1830’s produced a degen­ 
erative tendency in that country; 
the old ways withering; the new 
ways not fructifying. 
Professor Fairbank also had this 
to say: 


” . . . The use of our China 
policy as a political football in 
the contest between the Repub­ 
lican and Democratic parties 
has been regrettable, if not in­ 
deed disastrous; but it could 
hardly 
have 
occurred 
if the 
American public had been unit­ 
ed in its understanding of the 
revolutionary process in China.’’ 


But that is altogether untrue. In 
fact, exactly the opposite is true 
namely, that the widespread dis­ 
cussion of our East Asian policy in 
Congress and in the press has mad# 
the American people aware that 
serious blunders had been made and 
gave ample warning that the policy 
of error, conceived by Alger Hiss 
and his associates, had to be re­ 
versed. It was too late, however, to 
save us from bloodshed.

Los Angeles held a 24 to 0 half­ 
time lead and gained every point 
through Green Bay’s backfiring of­ 
fense.

great many poli- 
John Crosby 
ticians have em­ 
ployed television as a sort of ros­ 
trum . But, to my knowledge, no one 
h as ever fully understood w hat tele­ 
vision is exactly. The late President 
Roosevelt was a radio personality, 
conceivably the Number One radio 
personality of all time. It seems to; 
me th a t all subsequent candidates 
have used television as if it were 
radio. 
They stood in front of a m i­ 
crophone and delivered a speech as 
mellifluously 
as 
possible, 
hoping 
th a t the pancake makeup would 
conceal their double chins. 
Dewey threw the script away. He 
answered questions, as it were from 
th e floor—the floor being a dozen 
street corners all over the state ol 
New York, He spoke extem porane­ 
ously; he moved from spot to spot 
picking up state reports and docu­ 
m ents; he sat on the edge of hi* 
desk (never once did he sit behind 
th e desk;; he scratched his head, 
p u t his glasses on, took them off, 
wiped them ; he posed for photo­ 
graphs and he introduced his wife. 
when some one wanted a look a1 
her. Essentially, though, he answer­ 
ed questions — hundreds of them — 
questions about state taxes, hous­ 
ing, veterans benefits, hospitals, and 


a dozen other complex questions. He. 
answered them in awe-inspiring de­ 
tail, spouting figures and facts w ith­ 
out hesitation, and rarely — except 
in obvious slips of the tongue — 
m aking mistakes. 
This form of campaigning had a 
two-fold effect. First, it humanized1. 
Thom as E. Dewey as he had never 
been hum anized before. Dewey will 
never exactly compete with A rthur 
Godfrey in charm , but it certainly 
gave the voters the most intim ate 
glimpse of Tom Dewey they’d ever 
had. Secondly and more im portant­ 
ly, it elim inated the norm al pom­ 
posities of political rhetoric. A m an 
thinking on his feet is likely to blurt 
out the tru th rather than the well­ 
rounded. wind-filled phrase. 
In any case, the old-fashioned 
campaign speech with a m an read­ 
ing from a script in front of a 
hall full of people is a dead form 
of oratory on television. (The Demo­ 
crats did it on several occasions.) 


The candidate is in the voter’s liv­ 
ing room and the voter doesn’t want 
oratory. I t had also better be done 
in short takes. 
Dewey’s eighteen- 
hour m arathon on Monday and his 
other fourteen local television ap-j 
pearances were mostly done in fif­ 
teen-m inute segments. 
This was a shrewd move. Before 
radio came in, campaign speeches 
ran on as long as four hours. Radio 
drastically reduced these orations. 
It looks as if television will reduce 
them even more. 
And when a 
candidate is cut down to fifteen 
minutes, he had better m arshall his 
facts in the most concise form. 
Of course very few candidates— 
Sen. Robert A. T aft is one of th e 
few others I can think of — could 
dare undertake this form of cam­ 
paigning. Dewey knows more about 
state government th a n any m aD 
since the late Alfred E. Sm ith. In 
essense, he was conducting the same 
kind of cam paign—“L et’s look at 
the record.” 
The Dewey headquarters is con­ 
vinced th a t his television campaign 
ing was largely instrum ental in 
holding down the normally over­ 
whelming Democratic plurality in 
New York City to a record post-de­ 
pression low. Dewey’s advisers also 
believe th a t he has invented a type 
of campaigning which other candi­ 
dates will be forced to follow. If 
they do, it will be at their peril. 
Television throws a merciless white 
light on phoniness. 
The candidate 
had better know what he’s talking 
about and he had better not try to 
evade a question. The candidate, I’m 
convinced, could be ugly as a hedge­ 
hog; it is not his looks th a t tele­ 
vision puts under scrutiny; it is his 
ability. 
In so far as the voter is concern­ 
ed, the form of campaigning has its 
pitfalls, too. Many of the questions 
hurled a t Dewey seemed rigged; 
all of them were certainly screened; 
the em barrassing ones were probably 
elim inated. Television is not en­ 
tirely a substitute for the old town 
meeting. Just the same, a television 
personality — and Dewey is not 
necessarily the ideal one — is likely 
to be the politician of the future. 
The change on the whole is for the 
best.

Unrest In Guatemala 


it s a. dull week wiien politics doe^n * ie<id to 
bloodshed somewhere In Latin America. Not long ago 
there was an uprising in Puerto Rico, which is typic­ 
ally Latin American although a possession of the 
United States. And the other day in Guatemala an 
armed band attacked a military base near the capital. 
The Puerto Rican Nationalists were soon over­ 
come, and the Guatemalan insurrection was even 
shorter-lived. 
There is evidently a great deal of unrest in Gua­ 
temala. The campaign leading up to Sunday’s election 
produced tension. In July one person was killed in a 
demonstration aimed at forcing President Arevalo to 
resign. The government declared a state of emerg­ 
ency for the country and a state of siege for the city 
of Guatemala. Late in October there was a riot at 
Tiquisate. Then came the latest attack, which re­ 
sulted in 17 deaths. 
Reports from Guatemala indicate th at the cause 
of these outbreaks is to be found in the government’s 
pro-communist policy. The Arevalo regime has been 
openly hostile to the United States. Late February 
this nation received a deliberate affront at Guate­ 
m ala’s hands when the Puerto Rican team sent to 
compete in the Central American Olympics was met 
with the green and white Puerto Rican flag instead 
of the Stars and Stripes. 
It is certain this country cannot ignore the fer­ 
m ent in Latin America. The solidarity of this hemi­ 
sphere will be only a myth unless this nation can 
count on the friendship of stable neighbors. 


Molotov's Car Windows 


Vyacheslav Molotov’s car windows are two inches 
thick, says Winston Churchill in his currently pub­ 
lished wTar memoirs. On a visit to Moscow* during the 
war, Molotov drove him to his conference with Stalin. 
Possessing the British love of fresh air, Churchill 
opened the automobile window*, and made this dis­ 
covery. Evidently the Soviet foreign minister put 
little faith in the loyalty of the Russian people. 
This fits in with the curious fact reported by Gen. 
W alter Bedell Smith, when American ambassador to 
Moscow. He discovered th a t no one knows the exact 
residence of Stalin, Molotov and the other high 
Soviet leaders. They live in a special section of 
Moscow’, entrance to w’hieh is barred to the ordinary 
citizen. Just w’hich house is owTned by which member 
of the ruling class is a strictly kept secret. They are 
taking no chances of having anything happen. 
This may help us to understand the Kremlin’s 
psychology. Adventurers who rose to the top through 
conspiracy, living a life in which any day m ight see 
their own murder or that of a political enemy, they 
are in an atmosphere of constant dread. No wonder 
th at any unexpected move on the part of a foreign 
power causes them to start like frightened animals. 
They are abnormal people, and are bound to act 


It's About Time 


To the report th at the United States is now* 
“talking turkey” to the French on the question of 
German rearm am ent the average American’s reaction 
will be th at ifs about time. Here is a problem which 
has been discussed for month upon month and which 
all the military leaders feel should be settled imme­ 
diately. Yet the French and the French alone are 
barring the way to a solution. 
By refusing to make any concessions on their 
own account and demanding th at all other conces­ 
sions be in their favor they are preventing the crea­ 
tion of a military establishment designed to defend 
them as well as all Western Europe against Soviet 
aggression. 
French fears of Germany,* which invaded France 
three times in less than a century are understandable., 
but what other course Is there to pursue?

Although the British also have suffered severely 
in the past at the hands of the Germans they see 
no danger to peace in the present rearmament plan. 
If they are ready u 
do likewise.

One-Way Frontier 


The first clear-cut instance of Chinese interven­ 
tion in Korea, as noted by General MacArthur, came 
in August in the form of anti-aircraft fire on U. S. 
planes flying well inside the Yalu River frontier. No 
mistake was possible. 
Since then there have been many additional air 
attacks by planes based in Manchuria, and tens of 
thousands of Chinese troops have crossed the Yalu 
to fight U. S. forces in Korea, and additional hordes 
are massed on the other side of the Yalu, ready to 
cross. 
Tile Yalu Is a one-way frontier. Chinone troops 
and made-in-Russia shells, materiel and planes crass 
It going south. But General MacArthur, under existing 
instructions, cannot strike at supply or air bases, 
troop concentrations, or invading columes moving 
against his forces from behind the Yalu. 
Of course. Russia is behind this new deviltry in 
the Orient. There can be no doubt Moscow is a t­ 
tempting to generate all-out war between the United 
St a‘es and China. There can be no other explanation 
of recent events.

U. S. forces have suffered 
severe setbacks and heavy losses as a result of the 
intervention by force of Chinese armies. Tile Peiping 
radio and newspapers, by daily extortions, are prepar­ 
ing the people for still further action. 
While Americans have complete confidence in the 
military genius of General MacArthur and in the 
ability of the troops under his command, the fact 
must be faced that if his forces are too greatly out­ 
numbered. the situation could become more serious. 
Red China's propaganda is making full use of the 
“protect your home" slogan. That’s because the plants 
which supply power to most of Manchuria are located 
iii North Korea. The people are being told these plants 
must be defended at any cost. 
All-out war between the United Stales and China 
would be a developm ent devoutly to be desired by 
Russia. Is Moscow about to have its wish?

The Rat M enace 
M 


AN AND RATS have lived 
side by side since the days 
of Noah’s ark. The excep­ 
tion is the province of Al­ 
berta in Canada, which had been 
free from this menace until a few 
months ago when one of the rodents 
was seen. The arrival of this un­ 
wanted guest no doubt alerted the 
inhabitants, who always have been 
conscious of the hazards associated 
with these pests. 
Everyone 
should 
take 
the rat 
problem seriously, more so with 
war clouds hovering over our heads. 
The pests are particularly trouble­ 
some during disasters because of 
the general confusion and laxity. 
With the routine collection and 
disposal 
of 
garbage 
interrupted, 
there is an accumulation of debris 
which offers ideal conditions so 
far as the rat population is con­ 
cerned. They breed in direct pro­ 
portion to the amount of food and 
garbage 
available, 
which 
means 
that now Is the time to act rough 
with rats. Our attention must be 
directed to other more important 
duties during disasters. 


Rats spread disease and often 
play a role in food poisoning. More­ 
over. they bite and in 1949, more 
than 279 cases were reported to 
the Cook county health department. 
Statistics such as these usually are 
underestimates because many more 
cases are not reported. At any rate, 
this 
is 
a 
terrifying experience 
especially for children. Many victim? 
are babies who actually are at­ 
tacked in their cribs; some have lost 
a finger, toe. ear, or even the tip 
of the nose. R at bite fever some­ 
times develops after such bites. An­ 
other malady traceable to rats Ii 
Weil’s disease (infectious jaundice*. 
Moreover, 
the 
fleas 
of 
rodents 
transm it plague and murine typhus. 
Tile rat problem is not insur­ 
mountable because their numbers 
can be reduced by .starving them. 
The animals themselves also help 
when this method is utilized be­ 
cause they can become cannibal­ 
istic,

nourishment, 
garbage 
and 
other 
refuse 
must 
be 
covered tightly. 
Municipalities also cooperate thru 
an adequate collection and disposal 
system.

Ratproofing is vital; any open­ 
ing that permits rats to come and 
go should be closed or barred. Sheet 
metal frequently is used for thh 
purpose to line the foundation of 
the house, the bottoms of doors, 
the sashes about the windows, and! 
spots where pipes or wires enter or 
leave. 
More extensive ratproofinp: 
requires the help of experts. 
Tile 
same can be said when traps and 
strong poisons are used. Red squill 
Is still one of the most popular be­ 
cause it is the least dangerous to 
handle. Tile poison is mixed with 
hamburger, 
bread 
crusts, 
rolled 
oats, ground fish, and other foods. 
The bait is placed along rat run­ 
ways. When properly done, man;/ 
rats 
can 
be 
caught. The newer 
chemicals are more potent but they 
are not for the amateur to play 
with. 
In one project in the south aimed 
at reducing the incidence of murine 
typhus, public health officials dust­ 
ed rat runs with a mixture of 
IO per cent DDT and 90 per cent 
pyrophyllite. The results indicated 
that the flea population was re­ 
duced by 90 per cent. After three 
years* use of this preventive meas­ 
ure, a 62 per 
cent 
reduction 
in 
typhus cases was noted.

WASHINGTON.—Despite the slim 
Democratic margin in the new Con­ 
gress. 
a 
little 
personal 
friction 
cropped up between the President 
and his congressional leaders one 
day after election over the question 
of calling Congress back before 
Thanksgiving. 
Vice President Barkley even went 
so far as to serve notice th at he 
would ignore any early call of 
Congress and stay home. This no­ 
tice was served on the President 
through Senate Secretary Les Biffle, 
who talked to Barkley a t his home 
in Paducah. Kv., then to Truman 
on the Presidential yacht Williams­ 
burg. 
Other Senate leaders — Majority 
Leader Scott Lucas of Illinois and 
Republican Leader Ken Wherry of 
Nebraska—also passed word through 
Biffle that 
they were dead set 
agains’ an early session. This could 
be the beginning of a serious feud 
between the President and Congress. 
The President, however, was non­ 
committal. All he told Biffle wa* 
that he wanted to talk the m atter 
over personally with the leaders be­ 
fore making his decision. 
The message which Barkley sent 
was that he needed a vacation and 
intended to take it, no m atter what 
Truman decided. The Vice President* 
complained that he was worn out 
from his whirlwind campaign tour, 
which included three to five speech- 
ss daily and a phenomenal windup 
of 14 speeches on the cay before 
election. 
Wherry, phoning Biffle from his 
home in Pawnee City, Neb., also 
reported that he expected to take 
a vacation. 
Another anxious call 
came from Sen. Dennis Chavez, New 
Mexico Democrat, who said he was 
planning a trip through Central 
America to inspect the Pan-Amer­ 
ican highway and didn’t want Con­ 
gress called back early. 
Supreme Court Resignation?? 
President Truman and Chief Jus­ 
tice Fred Vinson talked like Dutch 
uncles to restless Justice William 
O. Douglas the other day when he 
told them he wanted to resign from 
the Supreme Court. 
Vinson, who feels keenly about 
the Court’s prestige, and also has a 
high regard for the sharp and orig­ 
inal mind of Douglas, said severely, 
‘ I think It would be improper for 
you to resign and go into law for 
at least two years.” 
Then, in a kindlier vein, the owl­ 
eyed Kentuckian added: 
‘Besides, 
Bill, the Court really needs your 
point of view. The whole country 
would suffer if you resigned.” 
When Justice Douglas went to 
the White House. Mr. Truman was 
tipped off in advance by the Chief 
Justice that Douglas wanted to re­ 
sign. So the President was read> 
for him. 
“The biggest problem I have is 
to get good people to come into 
Washington,” he told Douglas. “It's 
pretty discouraging. If you resigned. 
my job would be a lot harder. We 
need you on the Court.” 
NOTE—Columbia University has 
.sounded out Douglas about becom­ 
ing General Eisenhower's succcssoi 
after January I. Douglas has also 
toyed with the idea of going into 
private law practice on his own. 
Russian Jets 
Russian MIG-15 jets arc playing 
a deadly game of cat-and-mouse 
across the Manchurian border. 
Knowing that Manchuria is out- 
of-bounds for Americans, Red pilot* 
climb to dizzy altitudes, carefully 
staving inside Chinese territo ry - 
then 
pounce 
upon 
unsuspecting 
American patrols just across the 
border. In the same dive, the Rus- 
sian jets swoop back to the safety 
of Manchuria before American pilots 
can give chase. 
Under strict orders net to cross

M anchurian 
boundary, 
the 
Americans try to lure the m araud­ 
ing jets in to their gunsights, but 
seldom get more than a few seconds 
crack at them 
Until recently, American pilots 
were ordered not to fly within 30 
miles of Manchuria. This was re­ 
duced to three miles, as the United 
Nations forces thrust northward. 
However, the order was rescinded 
entirely last week, and our pilots are 
permitted to chase enemy jets right 
up to the border—though not one 
inch across it.

T GOES WITHOUT SAYING 
that Sen. Robert A Taft is now 
about as good a bet for the 
Republican presidential nomi­ 
nation in 1952 as any man can be 
almost two years before the event. 
At one stroke he has demolished the 
old Republican shibboleth — th at 
“Bob Taft would make a fine pre.>i- 
dent, but he could never get elected” 
— by winning in Ohio with the 
greatest majority in th at state's his­ 
tory. By the same tokqn, his tri­ 
umph in Ohio has assured him of 
all-out support among Republican 
organizations throughout the whole 
Middle West and the South. 
The plain fact is that unless Taft 
is most seriously challenged, and 
soon, from either the East or West 
coasts, he may well go to the con­ 
vention assured of nomination on 
the first ballot. In the East there 
is, of course, one man who could 
challenge Taft very seriously indeed 
—Dwight D, Eisenhower. What is 
more, if Elsenhower wanted the 
nomination, he could be sure today 
of the unanimous support of two of 
the largest delegations in the coun­ 
try, those of New York and Penn­ 
sylvania. 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, who is 
now assured of unquestioned con­ 
trol of the New* York delegation, 
announced for Eisenhower well be­ 
fore the election. 
The day after 
the election, his party chiefs im­ 
mediately began to beat the drums 
for the general. Obviously there will 
be no visible national political fu­ 
ture for Dewey if his ancient rival. 
Taft, becomes the party standard 
bearer, and equally obviously, Dewey 
is convinced that only Eisenhower 
can now stop Taft, 
As for Duff, he will also control 
the Pennsylvania delegation without

astute Gen. Hoyt Vandenberg, air 
force chief of staff, though after­ 
ward their press chiefs, Rear Adm, 
Robert Hickey and Brig.

(6) Drug companies are constant­ 
ly increasing tneir lines of m erchan­

now carry most all home electric 
appliances and — in addition — an 
unlimited variety of household sup­ 
plies.

For 
several reasons the drug industry 
insists upon higher standards for

OW THAT SOVIET CHINA is 
making war on us, it might 
be profitable to consider some 
of the extraordinarily curious 
notions th at have, over the years, 
befuddled our relations with the 
countries of East Asia, where our 
boys are fighting and dying. 
One of the most catastrophic con­ 
cepts. propounded by State Depart­ 
ment experts, has been the need for 
“reform.” This idea Is an emanation 
of the World W ar II policy that 
there are good dictators and bad 
dictators, good countries and bad 
countries, and th at somehow we 
must make the bad ones over In our 
image. That concept was given the 
all-embracing term, democracy. 
By “reform.” we had come to 
mean th at each land, no m atter 
what its tradition.', must hold an 
election 
resembling 
perhaps 
the 
fracas in New York City this year, 
and must install a bookkeeping sys­ 
tem 
based 
on I.B.M. 
machines 
Many countries in the world have 
no predisposition^ for such reforms 
and grow antagonistic to the United 
States when the subject is stressed. 
The recent outburst in the Phillip- 
pines thereanent was characteristic 
of the East Asian attitude toward 
“reform.”

If our objective is to use those 
countries as bases for the de­ 
fense of our land, to contain our 
enemy and to lessen his effec­ 
tiveness, then we have to take 
what we get there and do the 
hest with the material available. 
That, it seems to me. is c o m m o n 
sense.

Harvard, who is one of the Insti­ 
tute of Pacific experts on Asia, has 
this to say:

This 
could violently alienate the power­ 
ful, moderate internationalist wing 
of the Republican party, by demon­ 
strating once and for all that Taft’s 
isolationism is no optical illusion. 
This wing of the party has never 
been dominant in Congress, but it 
has triumphed at every convention 
since 1936. W hat is more, events 
themselves are all too likely to 
demonstrate the fatal wrongness of 
a head-in-the-sand foreign policy, 
long before 1952.

If we make it too difficult f 
our allies by preconceptions as 
their purity of heart, we shall bai 
no allies in the end. Once Russ 
equals our productivity, our advai 
tage is gone and our defense 
capacity will be imperiled. 


This is our problem and we 
need 
to 
face

realistically. 
China lias been in a state of 
reform since Confucius; it has 
practically been at war since 
then.

peared in C hina: 
the Taiping 
rebellion; the Boxer rebellion; 
the Tungmenhui; the Kuomin- 
tang; the reform movement of 
Kung l'u-W ei and Liang C h l- 
C hao — and m any movements. 
All countries nearly always re­ 
quire reform.

achieve great reforms, even with!

wealth of a people is being expenc 
ed on war. it cannot be eXpende 
on much else. This we have bee 
witnessing even in the “rich” Unite 
btates. 
So the reforms did not amount 1 
much at any time; in fact, ti 
impact of the West upon Chili 
since the 1830’s produced a deger 
erative tendency in th at countrj 
the old ways withering; the ne 
ways not fructifying. 
Professor Fairbank also had th 
to say: 


” . . . The use of our China 
policy as a political football in

has been regrettable, if not in­ 
deed disastrous; 
hut it could
